whereupon, We being very ſenſible of this extream diſhonour to Us, That a Town of ſuch. . 1 
—— and ſo neer fo e place of Out pzelent Reſidence, chould be thus fortified, kept, and 2 
maintained againſt As, That the Poꝛt and Paſſage by Sea ſhould be defended againſt Us by a 
Our own Ships, under the conduct of the Earl ot Warwick, who being legally diſcharged by 
Us of his employment at Sea, by Our Revocation of the Comnuiſſion fozmerly granted by 
Us to the Earl of Northumberland; and by Our Command ſignifiedunto him under Our own 
hand, to deliver the command of Our Ships into the hands of another perſon named by Us, 
hath, notwithſtanding Our ſatd Commands (to which the Earl ot Northumberland paid à duti⸗ 
full obedience) pꝛelunied not only to difpoſſeſſe Us of Our ſaid Navie, but to employ it againſt 
Us, and to take Pꝛiſoners ſuch of Our Captains as expreſſed a loyalty to Us actoꝛding to their 
Paths, and the duty of Subjects: And that a Ship of Qurs lately timployed foꝛ Our partitu⸗ 
lar ſervice into Holland, and returning from thence with ſome of Dur pꝛoper Goods, hath been 
chaſed by them as an Enemie, and infozced, foꝛ her ſafetie, to put into a ſmall Creek within fix 
Miles of that Town, and there to run on ground, to the great Hazard of Our ſaid Ueſſeil; _ 
and that both Our Ship and Goods there were yet remaining in danger to be ſurprized by Our 
own Subjects, We took a Journey on Wedneſday the ſixth of this Moneth from York to⸗ 
wards the ſaid Creek, to take a view of Our ſaid Ship and Goods thus expoſed to danger we 
having juſt cauſe to fear that Sir John Hotham, and others ot his Confederacie, would (toz Dur 
good, and the good of the Kingdom) make pꝛtze ofthele alſo; and by the opoꝛtunitie of that jour- 
ney, We Our Selves are now fully infoꝛmed of the certaintie of thole things, which We had 
before received but from the relation ot others; and there recetved a lamentable Petition of Dur 
Subjects of thoſe parts, complaining of the unheard of Juſolence and Barbartſine of Sir John 
Hotham, and deſiring Our juſt andneceſſary pzotection of them from thole cruell Oppzeſſions, | 

Upon all whichconſfiderations, that we may at length, after this long pattence, do that right 
to Our Honour, Our Crown, and Royall Dignitie, and to Our good —— in generall, and 
thoſe of and near to Our Town of Hull in particular, which We had realon to have expected 
from Our two Houles of Parliament; but have failed of the fruit of Dur long expectation, by 
the malice of ſome ill⸗affected ſpirits amongſt them, who ſtudie nothing moze then by falſe 
pꝛetentes to amuſe and abuſe Our good people, We have taken this Keſolution, by Gods bleſ⸗ 
ling, and the Aſſiſtance of Our good Subjects, to foꝛce Six John Horhamand all that ſhall ta 
part with him tn the unjuſt and treaſonable defence of the Town of Hull againſt Us, to th 
obedience which is due by Subjects to their Liege Lozd and Soveraign, and to reſiſt the Alli: 
ſtance intended to Sir John Hotham from Our ſaid County of Lincoln andother places adjopn- 
ing, if they ſhall attempt it. And to this purpoſe We will and require all Our loving Subjects 
to yeeld their beſt aſſiſtance of what kinde ſoever, to ſo neceſſary a defence of Our P:xion, aud 
{uſt vindication of fo great an injury offered unto Us, to the diſhonour of this Nation; And 
We do declare, That whoſoever ſhall give Us their cheerfull help at this time, and to this pur⸗ 
poſe, either with Men, Hozſe, Azms, oꝛ Money, to be bzought, lent, oz conveyed unto Us, We 
{hall look upon it as a Service never to be foꝛgotten. 

And this We publiſh to all Our Subjects, and to all the Woꝛld, that they may truly under⸗ 
ſtand the cleering of Dur Intentions herein, as We ſhall do in all other things concerning 
our Government; And that We do and ever ſhall maintain thoſe Reſolutions ve have pꝛofel⸗ 
ſed ſo often, and ſo ſerioully by Our foꝛmer Declarations ; That we will continue and defend the 
true Pꝛoteſtant Religion as it is by Law eſtabliſhed in the Church of England, the Laws of 
the Land, the Rights and juſt Liberties of Pur Subjects, equally to and with Our own 
juſt Pꝛerogative, and the true Pztviledges of Parliament, and never infringe any Act con- 
ſented to by Us this Parliament: And that we have not, noꝛ ever had theteaſt thought of 
making war upon Our two Houles of Parliament, as hath been flanderouſly and malicioufly 
publiſhed. And theſe things, not Our Words onely, but all Our Actions ſhall make good. 
And in this Reſolution and the juſt Obſervation thereof We ſhall both live and dye.
